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Colorado.  Many  awaited  his  description  of  the  wonder,  knowing  well 
he  was  the  master  of  the  written  word.  Paraphrased  it  was  something 
like  this,  “I  have  seen  the  Grand  Canyon.  Words  cannot  describe  it.” 

To  those  who  have  seen  and  gloried  in  the  Lincoln  Memorial  in 
Washington,  this  again  is  understandable.  The  simple  beauty  of  the 
thing  defies  description.  All  you  can  say  is  “See  it — only  then  can 
you  understand.” 

Not  that  we  are  trying  to  compare  our  little  plants  to  such  splen¬ 
dors,  but  here’s  the  rub.  We  cannot  describe  them.  Visualization 
through  the  written  word  or  picture  is  just  not  possible.  There  is 
that  something  about  them  which  goes  beyond. 

It  also  is  such  stale  stuff  to  say  that  once  they  are  used,  they  are 
always  used.  True  enough,  but  terribly  bromidic. 

The  only  thing  we  can  suggest  is  that  you  feel  free  to  ask  for  sam¬ 
ples.  Then  you  can  compare  them  with  the  ordinary  run  of  plants 
we  must  compete  with.  Remember  what  we  have  always  said,  “Every 
plant  a  perfect  specimen.”
